SOME ASTOUNDING FIGURES ARE PRESENTED 

Chicago Herald Gives Some Particulars About the Remarkable 
Development oi This Country Within Rcocnt Years, and 
Tells How Canada is Coming Into Her Own

In connection with the opening of 
the Chicago tlerald'a Industrial exnlbl 
tlon. In the Ashland building, corner 
North Clark and Kandall straela, a re¬ 
cent edition of this paper had the fol¬ 
lowing to say about too prosperity la 
Canada: 

"Whan Canada cloaed her hooks for 
1916 she found her farmers prosper¬ 
ous beyond expectations, her Indus 
tnal punts ruuuiug overtime, ber nat¬ 
ural resources pouring out wealth 
from hitherto undeveloped sources, 
and ber railioads showing the great 
est net earnings In their history. 

From two items alone Canada add¬ 
ed 99uO.OOv.uOo in new wesith during 
tae year, and over 70 per cent, of it 
was accumulated during the lasl six 
months. Her crops returned over 
9400,000 000 end her industries over 
9600.oou.ooo. Her exports to the Unit¬ 
ed States in one yea t Increased 9100,- 
626.369, and her Imports decreased 
9 <4.604.604. 

These astounding figures in them- 
•slvea demonstrate to what sn extent 
Canada is coming Into her own. Can¬ 
ada has built on firm foundations. 
Hsr bank deposits during 1916 in¬ 
creased ovsr 9S6. 000 , 000 . 

‘ Important as her industrial growth 
has proved to be, the Dominion did 
not neglect her rich farm ten 
knowing that upon their development 
depends her growth. No country wrote 
a brighter page of history In agricul¬ 
ture in 1916 than Csnaos, but an ex¬ 
traordinary combination of circum¬ 
stance#. the like of which the Amer¬ 
ican continent may never see again, is 
partly responsible for her success 
Bhe was celled upon to supply food¬ 
stuffs for Great Britain, her allies, and 
for her soldiers at the front, and the 
necessity brought corresponding ef¬ 
fort. Bhe has a new and fertile soil, 
and the weather conditions of the 
year wars ideal. Her governments 
policy of encouraging the raising of 
cnotce grain was never more effec¬ 
tive. 

"This combination gave the Domin¬ 
ion farmer a consummation of hts 
dreams, "Two in one yield." Nearly a 
billion bushels of grain were produc 
ed. end. of this, 336.269.000 were In 
wheat. Alberta. Saskatchewan, and 
Manitoba grew 304.200.000 bushels. th« 
remaining 3Z.96t.000 bushels coming 
from British Columbia, Ontario, Que 
bee and the maritime provinces The 
farms of Alberta averaged 36.16 bueL- 
els per acre, thoee of Saskatchewan 
29.76 and those of Manitoba 29 60 . 

"This great harvest brought money 
to the prairie provinces, and brought 
It with a rush. Up to November 21 
the Canadian West received 2132.000.- 
000 for Its consignment of wheat 

‘Canada’s present prosperity, how¬ 
ever. does not depend only on Us land 
Bhe Is working overtime In her far 
tories and mines At the time of the 
outbreak of the war a small arsenal at 
Quebec, employing 200 men, was the 
only plant engaged In the making of 
war munitions in all the Dominion of 
Canada. Today, according to D. A 
Thomas envoy of the British minister 
of munitions. 100 villages, towns and 
cltlea throughout the Dominion ar% 
engaged in the making of war sup¬ 
plies."

The Pries Far Poppy Heads 

la view of the steps being taken In 
this country to restrict the sale of 
laudanum. It may be noted that, ac¬ 
cording to the board of agriculture, 
the white, variety of the opium poppy 
la still grown In several parts of Eng¬ 
land. notably Lincolnshire. The crop 
Is always a precarious one. but there 
la a steady market for the poppy 
beads Belgium used to supply a pro 
portion of the heads used la this coun¬ 
try. bnt not sufficient for the loss of 
ber crop to cause serious shortage this 
year The price paid for poppy heads 
Is 12s to 16s per 1.000 for large site, 
and Ss to 10s for medium.

Care With Well Water 

Pollution Comas From Many Sources 
and Precautions Should he 
Taken 

Melting snow, carrying with it In 
solution much of the refuse and de¬ 
caying matter accumulated during the 
winter, constitutes a serious danger 
to the water supply from wells. Many 
wells are eo constructed as to allow 
surface water to find lie way around 
th lops, while in others, particularly 
dug walla. U seeps in through the 
brick lining near the top. Where thcYe 
Is any danger of this pollution it Is a 
measure of safety to boil the water be¬ 
fore it is used for human consump¬ 
tion. 

For lining dug wells reinforced con 
crete has been successfully used. Com 
crete may be made practically imper¬ 
vious to water, so that a concrete lin¬ 
ed dug well can be polluted only from 
the bottom. 

The water supply on the farm Is 1- 
ways an important matter, end loo 
much care cannot be taken In Its loca¬ 
tion and protection. The farm well 
should be placed where the surface 
drainage from ill possible sources . t 
contamination is away from the wall. 
If possible, It Is advisable to provide 
Impervious floors with watertight 
drains for farm buildings and stock 
pons. Under the same conditions con¬ 
crete manure pits might well be pro¬ 
vided not only to prevent the liquid 
manure from polluting the neighbor 
iqg soil but to save the manure No 
garbage, manure or rubbish should 
be dumped Into sinks or baslas In 
the Immediate neighborhood,, and such 
basins should be fenced off and kept 
free from polluting matter The bouse 
should be provided with some safe 
method of sewage disposal, whlls slop . 
and garbage from the kitchen should 
be deposited In tightly covered gar 
bage cans and disposed of by burying 
In the fields, burning etc The use 
of privy vaults and leaching or over¬ 
flowing cesspools should also be abso¬ 
lutely avoldod, as they are likely to 
be sources of the worst contamination 

Need of Rotation 

Vary Few Farmers Appear to Follow a 
Systematic Rotation 

At dairymen's conventions, live 
stock breeders' meetings, seed grow 
era' conferences, and everywhere else 
whore farmers congregate to dlsrass 
tbolr problems wo have been hearing 
speakers emphasise the advantages 
of adopting some good system of crop 
rotation, but the speech-making, on 
this subject as well as on many 
others seems to have been in vain If 
the first hand Information obtalneu 
by the commission of conservation. 1 
and recently published in their re¬ 
port, is any criterion. Among the 
100 farmers visited on P.B.L only 
one la reported as following a really 
systematic rotation, in Nova 8cotla 
there were nine, in New Brunswick 
II. while in Quebec, there were 200 
farms visited and out of this num 
her there were none following a short 
rotation, but the majority of them 
left the land in hay and pasture for 
from six to eight years, after which 
they would break It up and reseed 
again to grans and clover. In On 
tarlo, among tbs 200 farmers visited, 
there were only eight following s 
rotation which could be called sys¬ 
tematic. In the Prairie Provinces s 
rotation Including grass and hoed 
crops la almost unknown. 

It is difficult to obtain accurate fig¬ 
ures regarding the annual loss from 
smut, but that It la very great Is 
acknowledged, yet out of 600 farmers 
visited in Quebec and the Marltlms 
Provinces only three treated their 
seed grain for smut This la very 
regrettable since the treatment la In 
expensive, simple and effective, in 
the Prairie Provinces nearly every 
farmer treats for smut 

Every year there Is a complaint re 
garding the difficulty In securing a 
catch of clover and gnus. This Is 
due. It is claimed, to the small 
amount of seed sown per acre. On 
Prince Edward Island the amount of 
clover seed sown per acre la only two 
pounds; In Quebec. It Is threa 
pounds; while In other provinces It 
la more, but even where the average 
amount sown Is largest. It la found 
to be only about half of what it 
should be to secure results. Common 
red clover , when sown alone should 
bs seeded at the rate of 10 to 12 
pounds per acre, and alalke at the 
rate of eight pounds

The proceos of withdrawing nitro¬ 
gen from the air for use la tnaaufhr- 
tu'ing artificial fertilisers and high 
explosive may bs seen In operation at 
the new 60.000 horsepower plant at 
Odda. In Norway. 

The separation of the nitrogen from 
the oxygen in the air is accomplished 
by compressing the air into liquid 
form. The nitrogen, which holla first, 
at about 220 degress below 7pro 
(Fahrenheit ) is led away by dpoclal- 
ly constructed mains, and the oxygen, 
which bolls at about 296 below, Is 
utilised, on account of Ita Intensely 
low tempearture. to aaajat In the 
liquefaction process. Ultimately It 
escapes into the air again. 

The nitrogen gathered In this man 
ner la put Into form for use by com¬ 
bining It with calcium carbide, a sub 
stance known to practically every 
automoblllst owing to its offensive 
odor Carbide la made by fusing 
limestone and coal Into the Intense 
beat of an electric furnace. The 
operation can be performed only 
where electricity is very cheap. When 
carbide is heated In an atmosphere 
of nitrogen It absorbs the nitrogen, 
forming a compound known as nitro- 
lim. This la the new fertilising pro¬ 
duct which Norway la now producing 
on a wholesale scale. 

The power for the gigantic Odda 
plant la furnished by the nearby 
waterfalls The lime and coal are 
fused together in a series of furnaces, 
each employing 3.000 horsepower. 
All the pyrotechnics of the steel fur 
ance are eclipsed when one of the 
great Odda crucibles Is tapped, for 
the molten carbide flow* forth with 
a glare that no man dare fact with 
unprotected eyes. 

Meanwhile the production of the 
nitrogen Is being pursued In another 
department. Air for the purpose is 
drawn In great Inlet pipes from the 
mountain tops. This was found 
necessary because the air In the val¬ 
ley around the great works was found 
to contain traces of acetylene gaa 
from the carbide. Acetylene gaa 
under pressure is dangerously explo¬ 
sive. sad even a trace of It In the 
liquefaction plant would be llkeiy to 
cause the destruction of ths entire 
plant. 

Ths nitrogen from the liquefaction 
plant Is turned into cylinders filled 
with powdered carbide, which are 
heated from the centre by the passage 
of sn electric current through a piece 
of carbon, and aa the temperature 
rises the carbide absorbs the nitrogen 
and glows with the heat of chemical 
action. The result is pltroltm, the 
artificial substitute for nitrates and 
natural fertilizers, and the starting 
point of another process for the pro¬ 
duction of nitric acid and certain high 
explosives.

Comprehensive plana for the beauti¬ 
fication. development and replanning 
of the Canadian capital have been pre¬ 
sented to parliament The finance 
minister laid on the table of the house 
the report of the federal town plan 
nlng commission, which was appoint¬ 
ed In June of 1913. under the chair¬ 
manship of Sir Herbert Holt, to draw 
up a plan for the beautifica'.ion of Ot¬ 
tawa and Hull, the location and arcbl 
tectural character of the public build 
ingt, park systems, traffic and trans¬ 
portation arrangements, ate. 

Ths commissioners, after two years 
of vary careful and expert tnveeliga- 
tton, have made elaborate recom¬ 
mendations for a federal district and 
a federal capital rivalling in beauty, 
convenience and Imprqevivenass whit 
hfie been done at Washington or at 
any other capital cities of the world. 
The plans along which development 
should proceed are given, but there 
Is no estimate of cost. In this respect, 
however, commissioners declare 

that the expenditure could run over 
a serial of years, and the return in 
beayty end in the industrial econo¬ 
mies of city organization would bs 
commensurate with the total cost 

The members of tha commission 
consisted of Sir Herbert 8 Holt, Sir 
Alexander Lacoste, Frank Darling of 
Toronto and R. Home Smith of To¬ 
ronto, and the mayors of Ottawa and 
Hull. Tha chief consultant on city 
planning was Mr. E. H. Bennett, and 
the consulting engineer, Mr E. L. 
Couslns Under them there haa been 
sn expert working staff, preparing the 
detailed plans of improvement and a 
comprehensive survey of Ottawa and 
Its environments. 

The commission strongly recom¬ 
mends ihat nothing of the elaborate 
nature suggested should be attempted 
without first establishing a federal 
district and securing for the federal 
authorities adequate control of local 
government, as has been done at 
Washington. The proposed federal 
district should extend from CbaU 
Falla, at the head of Lake Deschenea, 
some thirty miles east of Ottawa, to 
about four miles east of the present 
city limits, and about ten miles north 
and south from Parliament Hill. 

Another main proposal is tha es 
tablishment of a national park or 
forest reserve In the Laurentian HIMs 
and on the slopes on the north side 
of tha Ottawa River. An area of 
from 76.000 to 100.000 acres, tha re¬ 
port says, can be secured at com¬ 
paratively small cost, which could be 
preserved for all time to the people 
of Canada, and. which would afford 
sn excellent fish and game preserve 
within a very few miles of the capital 
for all years to come. 

Money-Miking Devices 

Many New and Clever Devices In Use 
as a Result of ths War 

Not since the great cycle boom a 
quarter of a century ago have British 
inventors made more money on pat¬ 
ented devices than during the present 
war. 

One of the fortunate Inventors of 
tha modern hand grenade, used so ef¬ 
fectively In the allied trenches. Is re¬ 
ported to have netted upward of seven 
hundred thousand dollars In royalties. 
The Inventor of the Gardwell machine 
gun Is reputed to be richer by three 
thousand dollars, la addition to a roy¬ 
alty of fifteen dollars per gun manu¬ 
factured. The ingenious designer of 
the "Bora" periscope trench rifle, with 
which the Australians are equipped, 
has received s large sum for his patent 
rights. A life saving appliance in gaa 
attacks brought Ita owners orders 
valued at two hundred thouaand dol¬ 
lars. Numerous patents have been 
taken out for adapting and simplifying 
existing machinery for the manufac¬ 
ture of munitions and other articles. 
The majority of the successful war 
Inventions were put to commercial 
use before submitting them to the 
government. For Instance, e special 
box for carrying hand grenades can 
be used for other purposes when the 
war Is over, and the Inventor already 
haa laid the foundations for a moat 
lucrative business. Some of the most 
striking Inventions are a non Inflam¬ 
mable substitute for celluloid, a sub¬ 
stitute for glass, a process for treating 
municipal refuse, removing the solder, 
tin and chemicala from acrap, tinned 
and galvanised articles, and for utilis¬ 
ing the base metal, Thia new British 
Industry.. formerly monopolised by 
Germany, will. It la claimed, employ 
thousands of partially disabled sold¬ 
iers after the war. 

Time and labor saving devices are 
In great demand The war haa shaken 
the British manuafeturer out of the 
conservative rut In which he has 
lived. He now appreciates the advan¬ 
tage of automatic labor saving mach 
Inery In competing with foreign goods, 
and la discarding his obsolete plant, 
in the homes of the people the same 
revolution Is taking place, l^ibor-cev- 
Ing devices in the bouse and methods 
of economy hitherto unknown are 
making considerable headway In pub¬ 
lic favor. In the office there la an 
insistent demand for labor-saving 
methods. A fortune awaits the Indiv¬ 
idual who will Invent e machine that 
will automatically type letters from 
dictation.—Toronto Olobe.

More Than Million Mon In the Differ¬ 
ent Branches of Naval Work 

The magnitude of the work going on 
In the navy la shown in a letter from 
the admiralty to 8lr Gilbert Parker, 
answering bis enquiry in the bouae of 
goounons on '.he number of people en¬ 
gaged in all branches of the navy and 
of naval work. 

The letter state* that the navy 
proper bad 146.UOO officers and men 
when the war broke out, which num¬ 
ber has now Increased to 320,000 with 
the authority granted for a further 
increase to 300.000 officers and men, 
besides 07,000 naval reserves. There 
sue also 86.000 men eugaged In work 
«t royal dockyards and other naval 
establishments, and several times that 
■umber on admiralty work under con¬ 
tract and sub-contract. 

Besides these, the letter specifies 
mm engaged In getting coal for the 
fleet, dockside workers and civilian 
crews of coalers, oilers, mins pweep- 
ers, supply ships, etc., and In addition 
men and women engaged In making

shade trees In which an account of 
the investigations of Stanley Park.

He pointed out that the 8ultan 
posed as the protector of the sacred 
cities of the Mohammedans, snd If 
the Turks ever lost that hold on the 
Mohammedans, tbs German effort 
In the Near East would fall. 

Rev. Csmon Oould declared that If 
the truth were known, Constantin¬ 
ople Is nearer starvation than any 
other Urge city affected by the con¬ 
flict. ThU was largely due to their 
extermination of ths Armenians, who 
were the main producers. In this 
way the murders were reacting on 
the murderers. Ths entry of Britain 
Itl the war had upset all Germany’s 
plans to drill and munition the armies 
of Turkey, to complete the railroads 
from Constantinople to the Persian 
snd Egyptian borders, snd to trans¬ 
form the ares from Berlin to Bagdad 
from s potential Into an actual econo¬ 
mic unit—Toronto Star.

crop than by the other method. 
He sows practically the same 
amount of grain as in the other 
method. But his seed gets ad van 
tages which the other does noL 
For instance, it is more evenly 
distributed over the land, and the 
seed has a greater area from 
which to draw its moisture. Es¬ 
pecially would this be advantage¬ 
ous in a dry summer when mois¬ 
ture is scarce. Then again, by 
being more evenly scattered over 
the land, the growing grain gets 
a better amount of sun. And 
there are other things to be said 
for' croea seeding, but what 
would be of interest would be 
for someone in the district to put 
their seed in in both ways, and 
compare the results.

For moat farm poultry plants 
April should be the month for 
hatching, though care must be 
taken that'chicks are not hatch¬ 
ed before they can be looked af¬ 
ter, because of cold weather or 
lack of proper appliances. 

Mate the breeders-The select¬ 
ion was made last month, and if 
the mating'was not done at the 
same time it had better be seen 
to now. Mate with the hen a 
good vigorous cockerel, and if 
there are more hens in one "pen 
than one male can look after, use 
two more males; allowing in the 
general purpose breeds about'ten 
females to a male; in the lighter 
breeds, fifteen'to twenty females 
may be used. Ilia.a good plan 
where the flock is larger than 
this to alternate the males, that 
is, put one male in the flock each 
day and have coops for the.other 
male or males. 

If pullets are used-Should it be 
necessary to breed from the pull¬ 
ets, select them with care,taking 
those that laid the' earliest last 
fall;but be sure that they show 
plenty of vigor and are well mat¬ 
ured. With the pullets, a year- 
old cockbird can be used or, if 
this is not available, a good well 
matured cockerel 

Time to fertilize-It is a good 
plan to mate the birds about two 
weeks before eggs are required 
for hatching;though with a small 
number of females and a good, 
vigorous male a week, or even 
less, will insure good fertility. 

Hens or incubators-If less than 
one hundred chicks are required 
and the natural 'methods”of 'in¬ 
cubating and brooding have giv¬

Giving Their Leisure Time Aboard

In a recent letter to friends in 
the district. Sergeant Wainwright 
gives an account of the doings at 
the front At the time of his 
writing he was on leave in Eng¬ 
land. i 

He aayB>"I am home fora few 
days leave. Up to the present 
we have had a fairly good time 
at the front Our regiment has 
not been in any big engagement 
yet,although we have lost quite a 
lot of men from the bombing 
operations. We are at a place 
called Kemmel now. a few miles 
from Ypres, in fact almost half 
way between Ypres and Armen- 
tieres. Both divisions of Canad¬ 
ians practically occupv the line 
from the above mentioned places. 

"I do not suppose I can tell 
you much about the war for the 
paper seem to get a pretty accu¬ 
rate idea, but it seems that we 
have got the upper hand of the 
enemy on our immediate front 
especially with artillery, and I 
notice that the enemy is not 
nearly so aggressive this last 
month or so. They tried the gas 
again on the 19th of December, 
but according to reports they lost 
heavily themselves owing to a 
change of wind. 

"About our men, I must say

"We gave the Huns a terrible 
six hours bombardment,

every know shell made including 
the 60 pounder trench mortar. 
My goodness, they make a hole 
16 feet wide and 5 feet deep,and 
we sent over about 30 to our be¬ 
loved chums. 

"previous to leaving our old 
spot\y’beld since lieing in Fra¬ 
nce. the boys gave the Huns a 
farewell visit. About 60 fellows 
went over to their lines. Fancy 
our wire cutters working away 
at wire just in front of the Hun 
trench. 

They cut a place four feet wide 
in the entanglements. The job 
took over four hours. and they 
were so close they could have hit 
the German sentry on the head. 
Afterwards, the wirecutters re¬ 
turned and led the bombers and 
others to where they bail cut tne 
opening, and over the boys went, 
catching the Huns red handed. 
The sentry got a bayonet through | 
his neck and we blew up a few. 
inactive guns and could have, 
taken a large number of prison-' 
era only there was a stipulated 
time allowed for fun’, so the boys 
just took a few prisoners, and 
one who refused to climb his 
parai>et and get over got a bay¬ 
onet prod. Directly the boys 
left the German trenches our ar¬ 
tillery started in and gave what 
Huns had not left a nice warm 
time, leaving a visiting card 
everywhere possible. The obser¬ 
ver says it took them two days to 
clear out their trenches of dead 
and wounded. What prisoners 
we got were anything but starv¬ 
ed looking, and had good clean 
clothes on. 

"The following night the Huns 
were firing their machine guns
